Doyle, Chairman, presiding, 
Alderman Medilar said that the Board had 
power to purchase coal for people who were 
on outdoor relief. He moved a resolution 
that a sub-committee be appointed to deal 
with the situation,

would do everything possible té‘see that th: 
Board 's wishes in regard to a supply of coal! 
were compliéd with. 

Mrs. Maud Walsh and Mr. Gately said 

that the Government was doing its best in 
this matter. 
. The Chairman said that there was little use 
in passing a number of pious resolutions. The 
elections were coming on, but the public were 
not blind. 

It was decided that the special sub-com 
mittee should meet immediately after the 
Board meeting. 

It was reported by the relief officers that 
strikers in the coal trade had applied for 
outdoor relief. 

Mrs. O'Shea Leamy said thatgsome of the 
men received only Qs. 3d. strife pay. She 
thought they should get relief. 

The’ Chairman said that. the relieving 
officers would follow the usual practice and 
would relieve cases of . destitution. 

Mrs. Walsh said that she believed it would 
be impossible to get coal in Dullin, Many 
factories were about to close down ‘because 
of the shortage. 

Alderman Medlar said that the Board 
should get in touch with the Strike Com- 
mittee, who would know where coal could be 
got. 

Mr. Cummins said that there was plenty of 
coal to be got. _ Their supervisors should 
get in touch. with the Strike Committee. 
foal could be got from Balbriggan or 
Drogheda. 

Mrs. Walsh said that there was a verv 
good leader in the Jrish Times on the coal 
situation. 

The Chairman suggested that the Board 
should grant 2s. a week extra for coal while 
the á é lasted to each person in receipt 
of outdoor relief. 

Aldeman Mediar said that he had seen 
Castlecomer coal being sold in Dublin at 
16 stone for 4s. The only thing against it 
was that it was hard to light. 

Mr. Blackburne, relieving officer, informed 
the Board that he had 
telephone wiih the Irish Seamen's and Port 
Workers’ Union, and had been informed that 
they could not allow coal in the possessiou 
of the Coal Importers, Lid., to be touched. 
The Strike Committee would be willing to 
receive a deputation at 192 Pearse street at 
4.30 p.m. thet day. 

All the members of the Board, ‘with a 
relief, supervisor, were appointed to form the 
deputation. 

A letter was read from the Department 
of Industry and Commerce asking. if the 
Board would be represented at a conference 
to be held in connection. with the refusal of 
members of the LT. and G.W. Union to 
handle a coffin containing the remains <f 
an infant sent for burial at Glasnevin 
Cemetery. The embargo on this burial hai 
been lifted by the union, on the understand- 
ing that a conference on the circumstances 
giving rise to the refusal to handle the coffin 
would he held.

N view oí the fact that the Easter Law 
| Sittings, which will begin next Monday, 
do not run for a full five weeks, the 
number of cases listed for hearing is more 
than sufficient to engage the attention of the 
Courts for the whole of the term. 

During the last term the Supreme Court 
got through so much work that virtually the 
whole of the printed list appearing in the 
supplement to the Legal Diary was exhausted ; 
every case that was ready for hearing was 
disposed af. 

One of the appeals for hearing in the 
forthcoming term is a re-entered appeal, and 
will be listed for argument on. the second 
day of the sittings. It is brought on behalf 
of .Charles T. Thompson, of Skirke, who. 
with John Phelan, of Farranville, Leix, was 
sued by Oliver H. Eustace Duckett, oí 
Castlemore, Tullow, for possession of lands 
at Tinnaclohy and Farranville; and it is 
from a judgment of the High Court in favow 
of the plaintiff. It was alleged on behalf 
of the appellant that the rent of the lands 
had been apportioned by the Land Commis. 
without notice to the defendants, and 

therefore, the order of the Land 
Commission so apportioning the rent .was in 
valid. The Supreme Court then directed the 
appellant to serve notice on the Land Com- 
mission, informing them of this allegation, 
and to serve notice also on George 
Thompson, a brother of the appellant, who, 
it had been stated, had previously held the 
land now occupied by the appellant. 


PICKETING CASE APPEAL 


A Cork company, L. L. Ferguson, Lid., 
have served notice of appeal from a judgment 
of the High Court dismissing their action 
against ‘Thomas O'Gorman, Secretary of the 
irish Union of Distributive Workers and 
Clerks, and thirteen members of the union. 
The action was brought for a declaration that 
the plaintiffs’ premises in Winthrop street in- 
cluded the highway in front, and that the 
use of the highway for picketing was a 
trespass; and for an injunction restraining 
the defendants from, as alleged, using the 
highway for the purpose of picketing. This 
action occupied six days at hearing in the 
High Court. ; og 

An appeal that raises an interesting point in 
a final judgment motion is brought by a 
company that had got judgment against a 
debtor, but with a stay of execution. The 
plaintifis appealed to the High Court from 
the order, which had been made by the 
Master, submitting that the Master had no 
jurisdiction to impose a stay of execution, or 
to make the amount of the judgment gree 
by instalments. The High Court held that 
the Master was a Court for the purposes of, 
and within the meaning of, Section 21 of the 
Enforcement of Court Orders Act, 1926, and 
had jurisdiction to stay execution and to 
make the amount of the judgment payable by 
instalments. 

William Irwin and Daniel O'Donoghue, 
merchants, of Cork, and the Cork Fruit Com- 
pany, Ltd., are appealing from a judgment of 
the High Cease in favour of Mrs. Anne 
Mulcahy, of Sunday’s Well, Cork, and 
Timothy Mulcahy, of Kilmallock, im their 
claim for a declaration that a resolution 
passed at the annual general meeting of the 
company on 17th September, 1934, increasing 
the remuneration of the two directors, the 
defendants, Irwin and O'Donoghue, to £208 
each, was illegal; and for an injunction to 
restrain the defendants from acting on it. The 
plaintiffs are the widow, and the brother ofa 
former director of the company, the late 
William Mulcahy. The defendants ask the 
Sapreme Court to reverse the judgment of the 
High Court and to dismiss the plaintiffs’ 
action. 


INCOME TAX CASE 


Mr. W. J. Davis, Inspector of Taxes, is 
appealing from the judgment of the High 
Court in favour of the Hibernian Bank, Ltd. 
in a matter that came before the High Court 
by way of an appeal by him from a decision 
of the Commissioners for the Special -Pur- 
poses of the Income Tax Acts in favour of 
the bank. ‘The net question wag whether. 
in the computation of the liability of the 
company to income tax for the year of 
assessment, 1954-355, a reduction in the 
market value of the company’s holdings in 
Great Southern Railways Stocks consequent 
on the operation of the Railways Act, ‘toss, 
should, ag determined by the Special Com- 
missioners, be treated as an admissible de- 
duction in the revenue account of the com- 
pany for the year ended December 3lst, 1933. 
The High Court held that there was sach a 
reconstruction of the capital of the company 
and such changes in the rights of the stock- 
holders that there was thereby created a 
security so difterent in character from the 
old security as to be a new security, and 
that the decision of the Special Commis- 
sioners was right. 

There are several appeals under the Work- 
men’s Compensation Act, 1934, under which 
Act appeals now come direct from the Cir- 
cuit Courts to the Supreme Court instead 
of going to the High Court- 

There are five appeals set down in the list 
for the Court of Criminal A Three 
of these are from the Dublin Circuit Court, 
one is from Cork, and one from Tullamore.

Mr. Higginson said that the division 
between Protestant and Roman Catholic 
was to be fownd everywhere. As an 
example he cited the sweepstakes, which, 
he said, every Protestant clergyman was 
against in mind and heart. Catholic 
Church did not see the same evil. 

‘“T do With thete ¢ould be some 
Christian cdriscience in the Seuth regard- 
ing sweepstake tickets. ... Í think it 
has beeh the means of eficouragihg youf¢ 
people to put their money on horses.” 
Even in business citcles it was demoralis- 
ing, and he did not like to get an Ordinary 
businéss Jetter from Dublin with a card 
enclosed asking if sweepstaKe tickets were 
required. 

“ On the political dide, we, in the North, 
have supreme loyalty to the British 
Empire, and feel that we are part of a big 
brotherhood which takes te al] classes and 
creeds the benefits of British citlounelD 
There were, he continued, very big 
material advantages gained by this 
membership of the Empire; there was A 
very latge affount of ttade— i@ubarly 
in the linett ahd cotton trade—between 
Northern Ireland and Great Britain, which 
could not flourish if any kind of a tariff 
wall existed. People in the North would 
do nothing to jeopardise their birthright 
in the Empire. 

Leavi religion. out. of . the.. matter 
Nntirely, it woald be abadhite foolishness 
for Northern Ireland to be anything but 
one with Britain. It had been said that 
the North had ldst the Frée Staté market, 
but if they had kept that trade and lost 
thelr trade with Britain they would have 
lost a¢vén-eighths of their trade. 


WOULD MEET IN THE END 


Mr. Higginson’s solution for the whole 
matter was for the Frée State to go its own 
way and Northern Iréland to go its way; 
if thay went far éndagh itt opposite direc- 
tiufis they Would meet in the end. 

A point which, he said, people were a 
to forget was that a tremendous friendship 
existed in Ireland between Catholic and 
Protestant. 

Belfast had several problems to face. 
One was thé segregation of Protestants

Putting the Free State’s paint of view, 
Senator Deuglas said that in this country 
we have failed very largely to introduce 
a Christian spirit into politics; thé same 
applied in othef parts of the world. 

They could hot accept any State—Free 
“tate or Northetn Ireland in its absolute 
form. ‘The country had-virteallythe 
same social problems allied to unemploy- 
meft as oflié? countries, and wis making 
the same attempts to solve them; but he 
did not think they were succeeding any 
hettes, 


MOB RULE 


Thay had not yet got a totalitarian 
State, and he did not think they would 
get it; but it was not impossible, Few 
people, however; realised the power the 
State had gaitied ovet individdals in the 
last three ot four years, and it would re- 
quire very little legislation to bring about 
the sanle position as in Germany and 
other countries. He did not consider that 
any of the powers possessed by the Exeeu- 
tivé Couneil would be used as regards re- 
ligion, but he did not believe that they 
hal complete freedom ef conscience or 
political freedom.

Referring to Mr. Higgitison’s remarks 
bh sWeepstakes, Senatér Douglas pointed 
out that the original bill was introduced 
by a Protestant, and opposed by a 
Catholic—Mr. Cos¢rave—afid there #48 Gs 
riucht différence of opinion between 
Catholics themselves about sweepstakes as 
Mr. Higginson suggested existed betweén 
Cathélics and Protestants.

UNITY OF IRELAND 


Of the quarrel with Britain, Senator 
Douglas said he was cofivinced that the 
vast majority of the people would be pre- 
pated to actept a position inside the 
British Commonwealth—if they were mét 
half-way by the people of the Sx 
Counties. In that lay a means of aéhier- 
ing the wnity of Ireland, and, at the same

M. Sarraut, the French Premier, who 
broadcast a speech last night on the Euro- 
pean situation, expressed the French point 
of view admirable conciseness. He 
deplored the confusion and indecision of 
the present political ‘‘ imbroglio.”” He 
declared that Europe was facing the worst 
crisis for very many years, and hinted 
broadly that, if the other nations would 
not support France in her policy of collec- 
tive security, she might be forced to 
abandon the whole business and look after 
her own interests exclusively. M. Sarraut 
is a man of courage. He did not follow 
the example of so many other speakers, 
and bewail the weakness of France in 
comparison with: Germany. On the con- 
trary, he asserted that France had 
organised her defences in such a way as to 
be prepared for all emergencies, and said 


should retire behind her own frontiers 
would be those that are not so well able to 
defend themselves. M. Sarraut's speech 
was intended primarily for home consump- 
The French elections will be held in 
the very near future, and the Premier is 
a politician, like the rest of them. He is 
naturally anxious to make as good an 
impression as possible on the general 
public ; and he knows quite well that the 
average French voter has the same attitude 
towards the European situation as the 
average British voter, who is thoroughly 
sick of the whole thing. For that reason 
the suggestion that France may withdraw 
from the arena, confining her attention 
strictly to French affairs, is likely to be 
popular in the Republic, although all 
those who have followed French policy 
since the World War will realise that 
isolation for France is quite impossible. 
She must have allies. It is a question of 
population; and, with the vast 
resources of her colonial Empire behind 
her, France could not hope to keep abreast 
of Germany for more than a few years. In 
the maintenance of collective security lies 
her only real hope of survival as a first- 
class Power. 

Britain, to-day just as strongly as in the 
days of the Entente Cordiale, is the Power 
on whom France must rely for support in 
the event of a German invasion. The 
strategy of warfare has been changed con- 
siderably since the last war; but the 
British Premier—possibly with more 
truth than tact—went to the root of the 
matter when he declared some time ago 
that. Britain’s frontier now was on the 
Rhine. France is at a crisis in her 
history. She knows that without Britain 
behind her she would be in an exceedingly 
vulnerable position in spite of the strength 
of the Maginot line. She knows also that, 
however foolish they may be in other ways, 
the Germans are doing everything in thei: 
power at the moment to gain British 
friendship and to secure the reversal of 
the policy inaugurated by the late Lord 
Lansdowne and Edward VII. Herr 
Hitler is prepared to go a long way in 
order to ensure Britain’s sympathy, if not 
her actual support; and recent events in 
England indicate that there is a very 
strong pro-German party not only in 
but also throughout the 
At the beginning nobody in the 
British Empire had much use for Herr 
Hitler or his methods ; but during the last 
six months there has been a subtie 
change. When Signor Mussolini invaded 
Abyssinia, in despite of all international 
law and in defiance of the whole civilised 
world, public opinion in Great Britain was 
absolutely unanimous in its condemnation 
of his action. It. may have. been sheer 
altruism, or it may have been a remark- 
able case of instinctive reasoning that the 
attack on Abyssinia eventually might 
involve British interests; but with one 
accord the British people stood behind the 
League of Nations when it decided to 
apply sanctions against Italy. Then 
France faltered. She was anxious to 
maintain at least the appearance of a 
common policy with Great Britain ; but at 
the same time she did not want to offend 
the Italians or to damage the so-called 
Stresa front. First M. Laval, and after- 
wards M. Flandin, tried to face both ways, 
with the inevitable result that nobody was 
satisfied. Italy was merely irritated by 
France's half-hearted support of sanctions, 
while Great Britain was definitely annoyed 
at her infuriating policy of continuous 
delays : 

Herr Hitler’s coup de force in the Rhine- 
land precipitated a first-class crisis. Hav- 
ing seen the apparent success with which 
Signor Mussolini tore up the Covenant of 
the League of Nations, with the conniv- 
ance, if not the support, of the French, he 
proceeded to tear up the Locarno Pact and 
what remained of the Versailles Tréaty. 
We admit that his conduct was utterly 
indefensible from the juridical point of 
view, and that the various excuses that 
have been made for his lawless adventure 
are of the most specious kind. The fact

Irish Music 


An essayist once pointed out that the 
Battle of Waterloo was far more likely 
to have been won on the village green than 
on thé playing-fields of Eton. His point 
was that the value of sport to a nation 
cannot be judged by the skill of a few 
individuals, and that, for instance, it is 
more important that ten million young 
Englishmen should play cricket badly 
than that eleven experts should play it 
very well, while the others look on. The 
same reflection applies to art. Ireland is 
justly proud of such mames as Bernard 
Shaw, Stanford and Orpen ; but these are 
the ‘‘ experts,’ and they have little con- 
nection with ordinary Irish life. If plays 
and music and paintings were produced— 
however badly—by a large number of 
Irish people, there would be even more 
cause for pride; for what really matters 
is that the arts should be loved by the 
amateur as well as by the oécasiona! 
genius. It is right, then, that a tribute 
should be paid to the bodies which are 
trying to gain this end. The debt which 
Irish music owes to the Dublin Feis Ceoil 
is very substantial, and during the past 
few days the Sligo Feis Ceoil and the 
Father Mathew Feis have reminded us 
that there is more than one creditor. Even 
if the standard at these competitions were 
very much lower than it is at present, 
they still would be worth holding for the 
interest which they arouse among amateur 
musicians in Ireland dnd the stimulus 
which they give. It is only natural that 
the prospect of winning a prize in a com- 
petition should cause people to take more 
pains with their music, dancing, or elocu- 
tion than if the competition did not exist 
at all. In the feiseanna they are given the 
chance to compare their skill with that of 
the other entrants, and, even when they 
are disappointed by the result, there is no 
doubt that they profit by the experience 
and by the comments of the judges. If 
music is to be revived in Ireland, thu 
feiseanna will take a great deal of the 
credit; for their attraction extends to the 
remotest country districts, and they have 
provided amateur musicians all over 
Ireland with some reason for thir efforts. 
The wonder is that the idea has not been 
extended, especially to drama. In this 
field the Abbey and the Gate Theatres 
maintain Ireland’s reputation in Dublin ; 
but, although it is generally agreed that 
Irish people have a natural talent for 
acting and play-writing, drama is almost 
dead in the provinces, When one thinks 
of the results of the British Drama 
League—whose competitions attract players 
from almost every small town in the 
country—one is surprised that a similar 
idea cannot be put into practice here. A 
few years ago such an effort was made, but 
it collapsed; and, although Mr. Gabriel 
Fallon’s suggestion for a civic theatre in 
Sligo may bear some fruit, it is not com- 
prehensive enough. When will a body 
arise to do as much for the amateur 
theatre in Ireland as has been dome for 
the amateur musicians? 


Obsolete Schools 


There are times when Mr. 
Norton talks sound sense. Speaking 
before the Irish National Teachers’ 
Organisation, the Labour Party’s leader 
has urged the need of better, more modern 
and more beautiful school buildings in the 
Free State. ‘The Free State schools, he 
says, “‘ probably the most. structurally 
defective in Europe, should be made more 
attractive, so that the child should be 
encouraged to go to school, if only on 
account of its beauty.” We congratulate 
any public representative who has courage 
enough to use the word “ beauty,” and to 
commend the quality of beauty. It is a 
word of which public men too often are 
ashamed, and a quality whose importance 
too often is overlooked. ‘‘ We must make 
war,” Mr. Norton continues, “on the 
decrepit and structurally defective schools, 
and we must insist on these schools being 
replaced by modern, hygienic buildings, 
which will. afford the maximum of sun- 
light and the minimum of draughts.” 
His criticism of the existing schools is all 
too true. Hundreds of them were built 
back in the ‘sixties of last century, and 
are about as attractive as a coal-cellar. 
Ideas of education. are changing with 
speed; a child’s schooldays, according to 
the theory of to-day, ought not to be a 
period of torture, but an interval of 
delight, in which knowledge shall be 
absorbed naturally by means of skilled 
teaching. Surely the school buildings 
should accord with this theory. Is it right 
that children, having left the

selves of every opportunity of self- 
improvement. How many people travel 
by road, instead of rail, merely becanse 
the railway station is either inaccessible 
or depressing ?. Here in. Ireland. the.rail- 
ways have taken too little trouble to keep 
abreast of thé times. Thinking themselves 
secure in their one-time ‘monopoly, they 
have not bothered—as the ‘bus companies 
bothered before their dissolution—to 
attract custom, otherwise than by cheaper 
fares. Doubtless, the station matters less 
than the train; yet, even apart from the 
impression which it prédiices_on Visitors 
to Ireland, a clean, wéll-equipped station 
must be one of the best possible advertise- 
ments for the railway. In the near future, 
undoubtedly, the various stations of Dublin 
will be united into one great central 
terminus—as, indeed, they ought to have 
been united many years ago. * Let us hope 
that, when the overdue reform is effected. 
the new centre will be an example of 
modernity, brightness and corivenience, It 
is not right that railway stations should 
be the darkest, coldest and most squalid 
buildings in a city. For the meanwhile. 
the G.S.R. might do worse than tosmarten 
up the existing termini and extend their 
small amenities. The expenditure, we 
think, would not be wasted.

CURE FOR RHEUMATISM 
AND—CORNS

From Our CoRRESPONDENT. 
DUNDALK, Wednesday. 


NUMBER of people, all of them 

suffering from rheumatism or lum- 
bago, hobbled into the witness box 
in Dundalk Court to-day, when a young 
man, who was described as “ Professor 
O’Brien, F.N.C.M:P.T., Cork,” was 
charged with acting as a pedlar without 
a licence, and with obtaining many sums 
of money by false pretences. 

Superintendent McDonagh said O’Brien, 
who said he came from Bantry, was 
travelling round the country selling what 
he called medicine to old people suffering 
front pains. Jn a leaflet his concoctions 
were guaranteed to cure rheumatism, 
arthritis, neuritis, lumbago and sciatica, 
and in cases he sold this as a cure for 
corns. He succeeded in getting a consider- 
able sum of money—in one case as much 
as 10s. 6d.—for a bottle of stuff which 
O’Brien himself admitted contained only 
water and colouring matter. 

Patrick Byrne, a Dundalk chemist, gave 
evidence that O’Brien bought colouring 
matter from him and a supply of bottles. 
A small bottle produced contained iodine 
and ether. 


FROM BAD TO WORSE 


John O’Hagan said O’Brien charged him 
10s. 6d: for a bottle, and said it would 
cure him in a couple of weeks. He felt 
cold after rubbing in the stuff, and it did 
him harm instead of good. (Laughter.) 

James Smith, a Bellurgan blacksmith, 
said when O’Brien came to him he said 
he would be in the district for a week 
only; and that as the blacksmith only had 
been suffering for three years from rheu- 
matism there would not be the least trouble 
in curing him. (Laughter.) “I thought 
night would never come,” said the wit- 
ness, “till I rubbed the stuffin. I rubbed 
it in three time, and if I had rubbed. it 
the fourth time I wouldn't be here to-day.”’ 
(Laughter. ) 

District Justice Goff—It did you no 
? 

Smith—After the second day I was 
hardly able to walk. (Laughter.) 

Guard Egan, who arrested O’Brien, said 
the defendant told him he was a herbalist 
and a professor from Cork. In his bag 
there were bottles of stuff and labels. He 
had no money, 

Sergeant Rahilly said that when he said 
he would have the stuff analysed O’Brien 
said: “ You needn't bother, because there 
is nothing in it except water and colouring 
matter. I had intended to put some other 
stuff into it.” When witness questioned 
O’Brien about herbs he knew nothing 
about them and mentioned primroses. 
(Laughter. ) 


LETTERS AFTER HIS NAME 


O’Brien said he did not think he was 
doing any harm. He was asked why he 
used the letters after his name, and said 
he was told in Mayo that he could use 
any letters after his name except ‘‘M.D.’’ 
or ' B.L.” 

Superintendent—You put on these 
letters to gull the public? 

O’Brien—No. 


He was asked what herbs he was putting , 


into the bottle. and he replied that he 
was putting in the juice of seaweed, which 
contained the jelly of salt water.

PARIS, Wednesday. 
zs appeal to the nation for union and 


courage in the face of the “ most con- 
fused diplomatic imbroglio ever known 
and the most redoubtable crisis that peace 
has suffered for the past. twenty years,” 
was made by M. Sarraut, the French Prime 
Minister, in a broadcast speech to-night. 
Contrary to expectations, M. Sarraut 
made no pronouncement on foreign policy, 
although he was speaking on the eve of 
to-morrow’s peace talks by the Committee 
of Thirteen in Geneva. He made no refer- 
ence to the Abyssinian problem, and only 
a passing reference to the recent violation 
of the Locarno Treaty. 


MAIN POINTS 

The main points made by M. Sarraut 
were: 

1—We are still exhausting all chances 
of solving peaceably the conflict resulting 
from the recent violation of the Locarno 
Pact. 

2—We might have employed the pressure 
of arms on the spot. The desire for peace 
alone deterred us. 

3—Our Army, Navy and Air Force are 
equal to any missions that might be en- 
trusted to them. I have just made an 
inventory with our national defence chiefs 
of our forces, and studied the application 
of new measures with a view to increasing 
their value. The result has given me pro- 
found satisfaction. 


CONCILIATION 

4—Our country is great and strong. She 
stands bolt upright. She is trying 
desperately to find a solution to the 
present difficulties through conciliation 
without having to choose between equally 
precious friendships. 

5—The Frerch Government wants peace 
with security. 

6—Our ideal is the collective system— 
the association of all peace-lovers against 
the aggressor, the union of all gendarmes 
of order against the malefactor, the 
equality of rights between nations, the 
conclusion of treaties to which free 
consent ws given and mutual assistance. 
That is the aim which keeps us attached 
to the League Covenant. 

“‘Should extreme disappointment one 
day turn us from the way of Geneva?’ 
asked M. Sarraut. ‘‘ Must we in face of 
the selfishness of some and the back- 
sliding and faltering of others, abandon 
hope of an international régime of soli- 
darity and assistance, and think only 
henceforward of guarantees of our own 
safety ?

He had heard in one 
competition for verse speaking a group of 
people whom it would be hard to equal, 
To give that talent an outlet he suggested 
that they should get together and put on 
a verse play, something like W.. B. 
Yeats’s “The Hour Glass.” He would 
also like to see them experimenting with 
a large class in a play like Mr. Robinson s 
“ The Dreamers.”’ 


HIGH DRAMATIC TALENT 


Mr. Fallon said he thought the time 
had come to establish a civic theatre in 
Sligo. ‘There should be no difficulty in 
the matter. The dramatic talent in Sligo 
was of a very high order. It was high 
sume years ago, and it had not lost, ground 
since then. On the contrary, it had made 
considerable progress. The establishment 
of a civic theatre would add considerably 
to the cultural life of Sligo’s community. 
It could be managed by a board of 
directors representing the three aspects 
of the amateur theatre—the Gaelic 
players, the Anglo-Irish players and the 
children’s dramatic groups. 

There was enough talent in Sligo to 
provide such a theatre with material and 
players to equip a considerable dramatic 
season. It needed only the goodwill of 
the people concerned to make the idea 
an accomplished fact. The professional 
theatre had temporarily, at any rate, 
fallen into a slough of despairing and 
shallow commercialism, due, he thought, 
to the fact that it saw in the cinema a 
rival with whose power and popularity it 
feared to grapple. The amateur theatre, 
on the other hand, was taking on a new 
and vigorous existence. It had been said 
that the future of the theatre lay with the 
amateurs, but he would go a little further 
and say that with the amateurs lay the 
theatre of the future. 


A CULTURAL IMPETUS 


The establishment of a civic theatre in 


| Sligo would lead to similar establishments 


in other centres. It would lead to the 
development of local play-writing -talent ; 
it would help the language movement; it 
would rm ó a local ‘interest in a local 
setting. They needed that cultural 
unpetus which the theatre could give to 
their task of nation’ building, and he 
hoped that when next he visited Sligo the 
civic theatre would have been well 
established. 

Referring to the winning group, he said 
that the play was a very happy choice. 
The characterisation by all was splendid, 
and the Fem fin and movement 
excellent. here were some outstanding 
characterisations. He knew they all felt 
as he did, that the playing of Professor 
Tim had a touch of genius. This young 
man (Mr. Alf. Rochford) was an excellent 
actor, and he did not think that it had 
been excelled even by the actor who had 
played it in the Abbey Theatre. He also 
paid tribute to the other characters, and 
especially to the producer (Mr. Jim 
Wyane); “the man who was responsible 
for so much, but was never seen on the 
stage.” 

Mr. Fallon also commended the Sligo 
Premier. Players, whose only fault was 
that they selected a rather poor play.

URTHER peace efforts in conection 
with the Dublin coal trade dispute 
were made yesterday. During the day the 
members of Irish Coal Importers, .Ltd., 
considered representations made to them 
by the Department of Industry and 
Commerce on Tuesday. . 

In a communication which was subse- 

uently forwarded to the Dublin Trade 

nion Council an official of the Depart- 
ment stated that the employers were pre- 
pared to negotiate providing workers in 
allied trades—cement, salt and iron—who 
have taken sympathetic action with the 
coal workers agree to resume work simul- 
taneously with the opening of a conference 
between the importers and the unions. 

In their communication to the Ministry, 
Irish Coal Importers, Ltd., point out that 
it is their view that the first step towards 
a settlement should be a resumption -of 
work in the allied trades, but that, in 
deference to the wishés of the Ministry, 
they are willing to adopt the compromise 
mentioned above. 

It will be remembered that on the last 
occasion on which a conference between 
the parties was called it broke down on 
the question of this resumption before the 
actual matters in dispute were discussed. 

Members of the Executive Committee of 
the Dublin Trade Union Council met 
representatives of the Irish Transport and 
General Workers’ Union and the Irish 
Seamen’s and Port Workers’ Union last 
night to discuss the suggestion. 

The conference between the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Dublin Trade 
Union Council and the unions decided 
that the suggestion for a conference 
on the terms indicated above would 
be submitted to a mass meeting of the 
coal workers at 11.30 a.m. to-day, 
This meeting will be held in the 
Mansion House.

A bellman was attacked in Charlemont 
street because, it is alleged, he was 
charging 8d. per stone for coal. Coal 
was scattered in New street and other 
areas. 

Pickets and customers -aited together 
outside a shop in Ringsend for coal which, 
it was alleged, was to arrive from the 
South County. The coal did not arrive. 
The lorry which had been attacked when 
bringing coal from the Custom House Dock 
some days ago was taken to the Gas Com- 
pany for a supply of coke yesterday. At 
the request of the strikers employés of the 
company refused to load it. It was again 
attacked as it was driven away empty. 
On the former occasion the lorry driver 
succeeded in securing and delivering his 
coal in the Rathmines area. 

A lorry which was taking coal from 
Howth, County Dublin, at about midday 
was stopped by eight men, and the coal 
strewn on the roadway. It is stated that 
the lorry, on which were two men, had 
come from Malahide, and had been loaded 
with coal. On its return journey, near 
the gate of Howth Castle, eight men with 
bicycles stood in front of the lorry and 
the driver stopped and alighted with his 
companion. The eight men immediately 
started to pull the bags of coal off the 
lorry. They threw the coal in all direc- 
tions on the road, and then threw the sacks 
into the branches of trees near the place, 
after which they broke the glass of the 
cab of the lorry and rode away quickly 
on their machines. 


PILFERING 


Pilfering of coal continues on a large 
scale from shops. and storehouses, while 
practically no supply passing through the 
city remains untouchede One factor 
stated yesterday that he lost eight tons of 
coal in two weeks, but this is only one of 
many examples.
